Hitler’s Plan 
(By The Associated Press) 
Reports in Paris from usually 
well-informed 
sources 
in Berlin 
said today that Reichsfuehrer H it­ 
ler was shaping a plan for inter­ 
national action to wipe out the 
^causes for world war fears. 
The report came to the Italian 
press advised by Viscount Halifax, 
British foreign secretary, to back 
up his 
assertion Thursday that 
Britain was ready to discuss the 
claims of nations demanding vital 
economic "living space.” 
In 
Berlin, 
however, 
sources 
close to the fuehrer said the re- 
I>ort in French diplomatic circles 
came “as a 
surprise to us” and 
declared that as far as they knew 
he had no such plan in mind. 
Hitler was said in Paris to be 
planning specific propositions to 
France, 
Britain 
and the United 
States but there was no hint of 
their nature although some diplo­ 
mats expressed belief that Lord 
Halifax's speech might have been 
the key to the Reichsfuehrer's re­ 
ported decision. 
Would Prove Falsity 
In London, government officials’ 
emphasis on Britain's willingness 
to seek a peaceful settlement of 
any claims by Germany and Italy 
was described in authoritative cir­ 
cles as an effort to prove the fals­ 
ity 
of

“encirclement” 
charges against London and Paris. 
Britain, 
Chamberlain 
said in 
Birmingham last night, is "still 
ready to discuss around a confer­ 
ence table the claims of Germany

lowed Moran to rem ain free 
on 
$10,000 bond. 
“1 don't see what other verdict

m arked to the jury. 
He eliminated lrom considera­ 
tion a charge of extortion, con­ 
nected with the same offenses, but 
left the jury to decide on charges 
ol bribery or accepting an illegal 
fee. 
The bribery conviction car­ 
ries the heavier penalty. 
Moran, who did not testify, con­ 
tended during his 
10-day 
trial 
that the money he received was 
in legal fees and not for working 
for reductions in the gasoline tax 
and other legislative services to 
the taxicab coifipaxues.

Thoughts of a soft, comforting 
bed can be the chief day dream of 
a tired man and nothing can take 
the place of proper rest for the 
weary.

Requires E xpert Care 
M attress-m aking requires more 
expert care and attentoin to more 
details than commonly believed 
Machines of special design m ust 
function with precision and their 
operators must be watchful of 
every move. 
The m aterial to go into a m at­ 
tress is inspected w ith care to in­ 
sure cleanliness and durability 
An insulation m aterial is placed 
between the felt and the springs. 
This virtually represents two sep­ 
arate layers of m aterial between 
the springs and the outer ticking 
in all inner spring m attresses. 
A fter the springs, insulation m a­ 
terial and felt, are placed in the 
m attress the ticking is placed over 
the top and sewed w ith a special 
machine which operates needles at 
a proper angle. These machines 
are mounted on the side of a spe­ 
cially constructed table and can 
be moved around on all sides of 
the m attress. 
One machine produces the roll 
edge type of m attress and the oth­ 
er a tape edge. The roll edge sews 
with two pieces of twine, a needle 
and a shuttle twine, and the rolls 
are stitched out in the open acces­ 
sible to the operator so that the 
stitches can be placed where they 
are w anted, and the rolls main­ 
tained absolutely parallel. 
The roll edge machine will make 
three sizes of rolls, and will work 
satisfactorily on any kind of m at­ 
tress, including the spring center. 
It will w ork in any weight of tick­ 
ing or any size. The head of the 
machine 
is 
adjustable 
to*"’ any 
width of boxing and no time is 
lost when making odd sizes of 
m attresses or pads. 
Synchronized Power 
In the tape edge m achine syn­ 
chronized power is transm itted to 
the sewing machine head by a 
belt em anating from the central 
power gear. Both typos of ma­ 
chines operate over 
heavy-duty 
grooved steel tracks on the side 
of the tables. The machines make 
all corners with m athem atical pre­ 
cision and the sewing needles are 
kept directly in line w ith the m at­ 
tress edge. The tape edge machine 
also sews out in the open and the 
work can be watched and handled 
effectively by the operator. 
When the m attresses are sewed 
they are 
placed 
into 
a 
tufter 
where a uniform tu ft pattern is 
carried out. 
The top and bottom 
fram es move straight up and down 
from the center point of the tuft­ 
er, allowing for a precision com­ 
pression equalized from top to 
bottom 
w ithout 
distorting 
the 
m attress. 
This tufting process allows the 
tufting tw ine or tape to be put in 
straight, Another machine cups 
and ties the loops autom atically, 
producing about 70 a minute. This 
machine needs no supervision ex­ 
cept to take the loops from the 
collector arm s, and it therefore 
can be handled by the sam e per­ 
son who attaches the first tufts or 
buttons to the loops, preparatory 
to tufting. 
Also Box Springs 
Box springs are also made at 
the Abramowitz factory and these 
have w hat amounts to a framed 
edge to produce a box-like or even 
construction appearance. 
Some of the panel ticking used 
in the m attress comes cut to size 
while other m aterial used is cut to 
size at the factory. The main cov­ 
ering m aterials are dam ask, lin­ 
ens, sateens and regular m attress 
ticking. Some of the more modern 
types of m attresses are made now 
with fancy quilted tops. 
One of the functions of the fac­ 
tory is to make over and clean 
m attresses. When this is done the 
m attresses taken in are fumigated 
and sterilized. All filling m aterial 
is sent through the combination 
picker, fluffer and blower. This 
machine takes cotton, kopok. hair 
and other m aterials. 
The m aterial for the m attresses 
is fed through a hopper and as 
it operates the foreign m aterial 
is taken out and the m attress fill 
comes 
out 
thoroughly 
cleaned. 
This and a sm aller m achine used 
for filling feather pillows oper­ 
ate on a vacuum principle. Only 
the best m aterial is retained in 
make-over jobs, and other new 
m aterial is added wher. needed. 
The Abramowitz factory

The Shield-Back Chair 
The most graceful furniture pro­ 
duced in England in the late Eight­ 
eenth century came from the shops

He improved and per­ 
fected the shield-back chair and 
relied on graceful curved outlines 
for much of the beauty he put into 
his furniture. 
He used mahogany 
wood and inlaid it with exquisite 
and rare woods.

Some of these chair backs 
follow the shape of a Grecian vase, 
others the lyre shape. 
Ears of 
wheat were cleverly carved to form 
the decorative motif inside the oval 
frame of chair backs. He used the 
"Prince of Wales Feathers” as a 
decorative motif, probably originat­ 
ing it for furniture made by him for 
the then prince of Wales, who later 
became King George IV.

Cut Crops to Peg Prices 
NEW 
YO RK .—Tobacco 
plants 
were pulled up In 1639 by order of 
the governor-general of *he French 
colony Saint Christopher In the Lee­ 
ward islands to prevent a disastrous 
fall in prices, 
research by Dr. 
Charles Woolsey Cole, Georgs D. 
Olds, professor of economics in 
Amherst college, discloses. 
Parsllels between the New Deal 
and Seventeenth century economic* 
nationalism are cited by Professor 
Cole In s 1,090-page study of "Col­ 
bert and a Century of French Mer­ 
cantilism” issued by the Columbia 
University Press. 
"Production of tobáceo Increased 
so rapidly In the French settlements 
that it was continually threatening 
to outrun the demand." Professor 
Cole says. 
"First the company of 
Saint Christopher tried to limit 
the production to 900 pounds per 
planter, and to prevent planting ev­ 
ery other year. Then the governor- 
general In 1638 sought to control the 
output. 
"In 1639 he made an agreement 
with the governor of the English set­ 
tlement on Saint Christopher that 
no tobacco should be planted for 
18 months. 
He issued an order on 
May 26, 1639, forbidding the plant­ 
ing of tobacco for the period agreed 
on and insisting that all tobacco al­ 
ready planted should be pulled up. 
To prevent the settlements from be­ 
coming one-crop colonies, the com­ 
pany sought to introduce the grow­ 
ing of cotton, sugar and indigo. 
"When, in 1671, there seemed dan­ 
ger of an oversupply of sugar in 
the French West Indies, Colbert, 
chief minister of Louis XIV, urged 
the increased production of Indigo, 
cotton, ginger, and pepper, that the 
prosperity of the islands might rest 
on a more diversified base. In 1673 
he again urged the diversification of 
crops and suggested that silk cul­ 
ture might profitably be introduced 
into the islands. 


U. S. Sentry on Caribbean 
Guantanamo, 
Cuba, 
constitutes 
one link in the steel chain which 
Uncle Sam uses for defense of the 
Panama canal. 
Located on the 
aouth shore at the eastern end of 
Cuba, the Guantanamo naval base 
came into being early In the Twen­ 
tieth century, when land there waa 
leased by the United States from 
the Cuban government Today, the 
station costs a comparatively small 
rental fee, and provides an Impor­ 
tant sentry at a Caribbean cross­ 
roads. Under the jurisdiction of the 
United States navy department the 
Guantanamo base affords in addi­ 
tion one of the best harbors in the 
West Indies, wide enough and deep 
enough to give shelter to the whole 
American fleet, yet protected by a 
narrow entrance from hurricanes 
and sea attack.

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A STALLED INVASION 
The Japanese conquest of China seems to 
he getting badly stalled. There are two rea­ 
sons for that. 
First is the wonderful spirit of the Chinese 
them selves 
Eor the first time in a thousand 
years they have become a nation again, im­ 
bued with the sam e kind of patriotism as 
western nations. 
They are showing them­ 
selves as resourceful as our own patriots did 
during the American Revolution. 
Tens of 
millions of Chinese are organized for guerrilla 
warfare, private cooperation and economic 
resistance. The invaders can operate only in 
long, exposed lines. As soon as a military 
drive 
stops, 
the 
defenders 
start closing 
around them again, sharpshooting, wrecking 
trains and cutting off their supplies. 
The second reason is the support, moral 
and diplomatic and also financial, given by 
the western democracies. The United States 
has been most active in this field. 
Lately 
Britain and France have cooperated in Chi­ 
nese loans and diplomatic and naval pres­ 
sure. 
As a result of its exhausting campaign the 
Japanese government is said to be “scraping 
the bottom of its m oney bin.” It may also 
be nearing the bottom of popular support. 
The Japanese people are very sick of the 
war. A s a result, the war-makers at Tokyo 
are thought by m any observers to hte looking 
for som e way out of their Chinese adventure 
that will “save their faces.” 


Commissioner Paul V. M cNutt represents it, 
they seem to be hanging to Uncle Sam’s coat­ 
tails. 
“Complete independence for the Philippines 
now would probably mean servitude,” he tells 
the Shanghai University Club. 
“They are 
unable to stand alone amid the violent forces 
now loosed in the Far East. If the Unitec 
States flag descends, the result will be 
bloody struggle for control. We have given 
them political independence, but not eco­ 
nomic independence. 
They should not be 
abandoned now .” 
There can be little doubt that If they were 
turned loose, Japan would quickly gobble 
them up. The islands have greater natura 
riches than any property the Japanese own 
now. And with Japan once entrenched in 
that strategic region, the rich trade of the 
islands 
themselves, 
along 
with 
southern 
China, India and the East Indies, would be 
pretty well closed to America. 


FOOD-IGNORANCE 
“Our greatest American problem,” says a 
prominent American dentist, “is not war or 
the fear of war. It is the progressive decay 
in general health of our people because of 
their over-civilized living and their use of 
over-refined foodstuffs.” 
Physicians, dentists, school teachers and 
dieticians have been telling us this sort of 
thing for years, and many Americans heed 
it. But there are millions who do not, and 
who seem to have no understanding of the 
requirements of the human body for fuel, 
vitamins, mineral salts, and so on. The result 
is many diseases caused by poor nourishment 
even among people who can afford to pay 
for wholesom e food. 
As a m atter of fact, nourishing food Is 
often as cheap or cheaper than food that fails 
to provide health and strength. 
Maybe in tim e to come there will be expert 
dieticians in food stores to tell people w hat 
to buy and how to use it.

P. R. HOLDS ON 
The city of Cincinnati has retained its sys­ 
tem of electing councilmen by proportional 
representation. In the recent special election 
P. R. won by only 759 votes. It w as one of 
the closest ballot contests ever held in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The total vote surprised everybody on both 
sides. In the last P. R. test in 1936 the vote 
was 74,364. 
This tim e more than 89,000 
voters went to the polls. Keen interest in the 
issue w as obvious. 
Am ericans as a whole do not know much 
about proportional representation yet, al­ 
though it has been in use here and there 
throughout the world for eighty years. 
It 
has been used for a number of years in some 
cities in this country. Others have tried it 
and discarded it. T he Swedish parliament is 
elected by this method. It is said to be the 
only national legislative body in the world 
whose members sit not in party groups but 
according to their seniority in one chamber 
and their position on the election list in the 
other. The system there is thought to make 
for stability of governm ent and security 
against pressure groups. 
The old line parties are equally represented 
on the Cincinnati Council, with an indepen­ 
dent holding the balance of power, which 
looks to a disinterested outsider like a good 
thing. 


It might be a good idea to restrict presi­ 
dential cam paigns to one year, so we could 
get som ething done in the other three years.

HARD OF HEARING CAN B E REDUCED 


RIGHT TO TAKE PICTURES 
Newspaper photographers m ay get to see 
a lot of interesting people, but they lead a 
perilous life. Som etim es people don’t want 
to have their pictures taken, and they have 
been known to assault both photographer 
and cam era. 
The pieture-hounds will have it easier, 
hou h, in New York State from now on. A 
law lust enacted in this state holds any per­ 
son guilty of assault, and punishable there­ 
for, it he “strikes, beats or wilfully injures 
the person or apparatus of any news reporter 
or news photographer during the tim e when 
such reporter or photographer is engaged in 
the pursuit of his occupation or calling in 
any public place or gathering.” 
This protection looks reasonable to news- 
paper people, at least. And it seem s to be, in 
the m inds of the N ew York legislators, a 
part of the freedom oí the press. The right 
of a reporter to gather news is already well 
established. It is granted now that news- 
pietures are new , and ihe photographer thus 
has the same right- us a reporter or editor.

One of the gratifying sights th ese days is to en ­ 
ter a home and find one of the fam ily who form erly 
k ep t aloof from visitors now be the first to w elcom e 
you.

th an have you sh ou t at her, has kept out of the w ay 
of visitors. T oday, thanks to the modern hearing 
devices, she not only welcomes you, but apparently 
w ish es to m ake up for her form er “distantness” by 
becom ing a part of all the conversation. 
Although th ese new devices w hich are fitted to 
the individual needs of the patient have m ade for 
him or her a new and happy life, nevertheless m uch 
can be done to prevent hard of hearing if parents 
and teachers w ere more alert in discovering early, 
hearing defects. 
Further, w ith lack of hearing in infancy com es 
naturally the inability to speak so that there is, un­ 
fortunately, a large number of deaf m utes w ho 
m ust continue to use the sign language in com m uni­ 
catin g with one another. 
Drs. S. J. C row e and John VV. Baylor. B a lti­ 
m ore, in the Journal of the Am erican Medical A sso­ 
ciation, state th at the number of deaf m utes could 
be reduced 50 per cent in the next generation. T hey 
base this sta tem en t on their belief that overgrow th 
of lymphoid (gland-like) tissue in the nose and 
throat just above the tonsils is the starting point of 
m ost deafness. 
“If school children in the grades were exam ined 
by a nasopharyngoscope (a lighted tube passed 
through the nose down to the th roat), at least once 
a year and those w ith an overgrow th of lym phoid 
(so ft, spongy, gland-like tissue) in and around the 
opening of the eustachian tube (w hich carries air 
from the throat to middle ear) w ere treated by 
X ray as often as necessary to keep this ojiening free 
from obstruction by this lymphoid tissue, deafness 
could be reduced by one half in one generation.” 
T his outgrow th of tissue particully obstructs the 
tu b es causing an excessive amount of mucous w hich 
irritates the lining of the tube and allows the sides 
of the tube to stick together and hard of hearing 
results. 
As surgery m ay cause dam age, it is fortunate 
th at the Xrays, in competent hands, ran safely re­ 
m ove this jelly-lik e growth and so prevent loss of 
hearing.

Requires Expert Care 


Mattress-making requires more 


expert care and attentoin to more 
details than commonly believed. 
Machines of special design must 
function with precision and their 
operators must be watchful of 
every move. 


The material to go into a mat- 


tress is inspected with care to in- 
sure cleanliness and 
durability. 


An insulation material is placed 
between the felt and the springs. 
This virtually represents two sep- 
arate layers of material between 
the springs and the outer ticking 
in all inner spring mattresses. 


After the springs, insulation ma- 


terial and felt, are placed in the 
mattress the ticking is placed over 
the top and sewed with a special 
machine which operates needles at 
a proper angle. These machines 
are mounted on the side of a spe- 
cially constructed table and can 
be moved around on all sides of 
the mattress. 


One machine produces the roll 


edge type of mattress and the oth- 
er a tape edge. The roll edge sews 
with two pieces of twine, a needle 
and a shuttle twine, and the rolls 
are stitched out in the open aces- 
sible to the operator so that the 
stitches can be placed where they 
are wanted, and the rolls main- 
tained absolutely parallel. 


The roll edge machine will make 


three sizes of rolls, and will work 
satisfactorily on any kind of mat- 
tress, including the spring center. 
It will work in any weight of tick- 
ing or any size. The head of the 
machine is adjustable 
to"-any 


width of boxing and no time is 
lost when making odd sizes of 
mattresses or pads. 


Synchronized Power 


In the tape edge machine syn- 


chronized power is transmitted to 
the sewing machine head by a 
belt emanating from the central 
power gear. Both types of ma- 
chines operate over heavy-duty 
grooved steel tracks on the side 
of the tables. The machines make 
all corners with mathematical pre- 
cision and the sewing needles are 
kept directly in line with the mat- 
tress edge. The tape edge machine 
also sews out in the open and the 
work can be watched and handled 
effectively by the operator. 


When the mattresses are sewec 


they are placed into a tufter 
where a uniform tuft pattern is 
carried out. The top and bottom j 
frames move straight up and down' 
from the center point of the tuft- 
er, allowing for a precision com- 
pression equalized from top to 
bottom without distorting 
the 


mattress. 
This tufting process allows the 


tufting twine or tape to be put in 
straight, Another machine cups 
and ties the loops automatically, 
producing about 70 a minute. This 
machine needs no supervision ex- 
cept to take the loops from the 
collector arms, and it therefore 
can be handled by the same per- 
son who attaches the first tufts or 
buttons to the loops, preparatory 
to tufting. 


Also Box Springs 


Box springs are also made at 


the Abramowitz factory and these 
have what amounts to a framed 
edge to produce a box-like or even 
construction appearance. 


Some of the panel ticking used 


in the mattress comes cut to size 
while other material used is cut to 
size at the factory. The mam cov- 
ering materials are damask, lin- 
ens, sateens and regular mattress 
ticking. Some of the more modern 
types of mattresses are made now 
with fancy quilted tops. 


One of the functions of the fac- 


tory is to make over and clean 
mattresses. When this is done the 
mattresses taken in are fumigated 
and sterilized. All filling material 
is sent through the combination 
picker, fluffer and blower. This 
machine takes cotton, kopok, hair 
and other materials. 


The material for the mattresses 


is fed through a hopper and as 
it operates the foreign material 
is taken out and the mattress nil 
comes out thoroughly cleaned. 
This and a smaller machine used 
for filling feather pillows oper- 
ate on a vacuum principle. Only

A STALLED INVASION 


The Japanese conquest of China seems to 


be getting badly stalled. There are two rea- 
sons for thar. 


First is the wonderful spirit of the Chinese 


themselves. For the first time in a thousand 
years they have become a nation again, im- 
bued vxith the same kind of patriotism as 
western nations. They are showing them- 
selves as resourceful as our own patriots "did 
during the American Revolution. Tens of 
millions of Chinese are organized for guerrilla 
warfare, private cooperation and economic 
resistance. The invaders can operate only in 
long, exposed lines. As soon as a military 
drive stops, the defenders start closing 
around them again, sharpshooting, wrecking 
trains and cutting off their supplies. 


The second reason is the support, moral 


and diplomatic and also financial, given by 
the western democracies. The United States 
has been most active in this field. Lately 
Britain and France have cooperated in Chi- 
nese loans and diplomatic and naval pres- 
SLU-C. 


As a result of its exhausting campaign the 


Japanese government is said to be "scraping 
the bottom of its money bin." It may also 
be nearing the bottom of popular support. 
The Japanese people are very sick of the 
war. 
As a result, the war-makers at Tokyo 


are thought by many observers to tte looking 
for some way out of their Chinese adventure 
that will "save their faces." 


FOOD-IGNORANCE 


"Our 
greatest American problem," says a 


prominent American dentist, "is not war or 
the fear of war. It is the progressive decay 
in general health of our people because of 
their over-civilized living and their use of 
over-refined foodstuffs." 


Physicians, dentists, school teachers and 


dieticians have been telling us this sort of 
thing for years, and many Americans heed 
it. But there are millions who do not, and 
who seem to have no understanding of the 
requirements of the human body for fuel, 
vitamins, mineral salts, and so on. The result 
is many diseases caused by poor nourishment 
even among people who can afford to pay 
for wholesome food. 


As a matter of fact, .nourishing food is 


often as cheap or cheaper than food that fails 
to provide health and strength. 


Maybe in time to come there will be expert 


dieticians in food stores to tell people what 
to buy and how to use it.

P. R. HOLDS ON 


The city of Cincinnati has retained its sys- 


tem of electing councilmen by proportional 
representation. In the recent special election 
P. R. won by only 759 votes. It was one of 
the closest ballot contests ever held in Cin- 
cinnati. 


The total vote surprised everybody on both- 


sides. In the last P. R. test in 1936 the vote 
was 74,364. This time more than 89,000 
voters went to the polls. Keen interest in the 
issue was obvious. 


Americans as a whole do not know much 


about proportional representation yet, al- 
though it has been in use here and there 
throughout the world for eighty years. It 
has been used for a number of years in some 
cities in this country. Others have tried it 
and discarded it. The Swedish parliament is 
elected by this method. It is said to be the 
only national legislative body in the world 
whose members sit not in party groups but 
according to their seniority in one chamber 
and their position on the election list in the 
ether. The system there is thought to make 
for stability of government and security 
against pressure groups. 


The old line parties are equally represented 


on the Cincinnati Council, with an indepen- 
dent holding the balance of power, which 
looks to a disinterested outsider like a good 
thing.

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HARD OF HEAPING CAN BE REDUCED 


RIGHT TO TAKE PICTURES 


Newspaper photographers may get to see 


a lot of interesting people, but they lead a 
perilous life. Sometimes people don't want 
to ha\e their pictures taken, and they have 
been known to assault both photographer 
and camera. 


The picture-hounds will have it easier, 


though, in New York State from now on. A 
law just enacted in this state holds any per- 
son guilty of assault, and punishable there- 
for, it he "strikes, beats or wilfully injures 
the person or apparatus of any news reporter 
or news photographer during the time when 
such reporter or photographer is engaged in 
the pursuit of his occupation or calling in 
any public place or gathering." 


This protection looks reasonable to news- 


paper people, at least. And it seems to be. in 
the minds of the New York legislators, a 
part of the freedom of the press. The right 
-of a reporter to gather news is already well 
established. It is granted now that news- 
pictures are news, and the photographer thus 
has the same rights as a reporter or editor.

One of the gratifying sights these days is to en- 


ter a home and find one of the family who formerly 
kept aloof from visitors now be the first to welcome 
you. He or she has lost that "distant" feeling 
toward visitors. 


The explanation is simple. For years she has 


been gradually growing hard of hearing and, rather 
than have you shout at her, has kept out of the way 
of visitors. Today, thanks to the modern hearing 
devices, she not only welcomes you, but apparently 
wishes to make up for her former "distantness" by 
becoming a part of all the conversation. 


Although these new devices which are fitted to 


the individual needs of the patient have made for 
him or her a new and happy life, nevertheless much 
can be done to prevent hard of hearing if parents 
and teachers were more alert in discovering early, 
hearing defects. 


Further, with lack of hearing in infancy comes 


naturally the inability to speak so that there is, un- 
fortunately, a large number of deaf mutes who 
must continue to use the sign language in communi- 
cating with one another. 


Drs. S. J. Crowe and John W. Baylor, Balti- 


more, in the Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, state that the number of deaf mutes could 
be reduced 50 per cent in the next generation. They 
base this statement on their belief that overgrowth 
of lymphoid igland-iiku) (issue m the nose and 
throat just above the tonsils is the starting point of 
most deafness. 


"If school children in the grades were examined 


by a nasopharyngoscope (a lighted tube passed 
through the nose down to the throat), at least once 
a year and those with an overgrowth of lymphoid 
(soft, spongy, gland-like tissue) in and around the 
opening of the eustachian tube (which carries air 
from the throat to middle ear) were treated by 
Xray as often as necessary to keep this opening free 
from obstruction by this lymphoid tissue, deafness 
could be reduced by one half in one generation." 


This outgrowth of tissue partically obstructs the 


tubes causing an excessive amount of mucous which 
irritates the lining of the tube and allows the sides 
of the tube to stick together and hard of hearing 
results. 


As surgery may cause damage, it is fortunate 


that the Xrays, in competent hands, can safely re- 
move this jelly-like growth and so prevent loss of 
hearing.

'Science Says Cleanliness 
Helps Child’s Adjustment 


G etting good m arks in academ ic 
subjects is the traditional goal of 
the average pupil and the standard 
by which parents judge w hether or 
not their children are doing well at 
school. 
Yet fundamentally the aim 
of education should be to hqlp chil­ 
dren to becom e well-rounded, wel- 
adjusted individuals. 
According to psychologists and au­ 
thorities in child welfare, self-ad­ 
justm ent is simplified for the child 
who establishes cleanliness habits 
early. 
‘‘M any clinical cases of m aladjust­ 
m ent are associated with lack of 
cleanliness,” says J. Mace Andress, 
associate 
editor of Hygeia. 
"It 
would be difficult to prove that un­ 
cleanly habits alone are responsible 
for serious m aladjustm ent, but there 
is enough evidence to show that they 
are contributing factors. They offer 
a prom ising field for research, but 
it is not necessary to wait for a 
m ore scientific collection of facts to 
realize the im portance of teaching 
cleanliness

health.”

tan, the royal visitors stepped in- 
to bullet-proofed limousines for a 
whirlwind drive to the New York 
World's Fair, there to inspect 
their dominions' exhibits. 


The batteries of Governors Is- 


land pounded out a 21-gun salute 
as their majesties rode up the har- 
bor; vessels of every description 
tied their whistles down; fireboats 
sent great guysers of water into 
the air; airplanes wheeled grace- 
fully overhead, and a teeming 
crowd that had waited hours un- 
der a hot sun gave out a mighty 
roar of welcome. 


Martial music filled the air and 


flags and bunting splashed all 
downtown New York with the 
jright red, white and blue of two 
nations. 


cneera of Thousands 


With the cheers of thousands 


still ringing in their ears, the King 
and Queen left the Battery and 
nearby Bowling Green, where irate 
colonial patriots once tore down 
the statue of King George HI, and 
headed northward over the cob- 
blestones of West street. 


The motorcade of 13 cars drew 


slowly away from the pier and 
after a few blocks ascended a 
ramp to the west side elevated 
highway, overlooking the Hudson 
river docks. 


The king stood up as the pro- 


cession started, doffed his hat, and 
waved his hand. The queen smiled 
graciously, to the obvious delight 
of the crowd. 


Queen Elizabeth, who had been 


the .first 
to disembark, wore a 


pale blue dress with a cape, a pale 
blue hat turned up at one side, 
and carried a bouquet of orchids. 


On the ride uptown the royal 


couple saw on the left the teem- 
ing lower 
waterfront 
with its 


freight piers, huge warehouses 
and harbor bustle; on the right 
row upon row of typical water 
front cafes and sailors' shops and 
hangouts. 


The huge vans and trucks, 


usually so much a part of the 
scene, were strangely missing, 
hidden away in garages. In their 
place were excited thousands of 
New Yorkers. 


The elevated west side express 


highway afforded a fine view of 
the Hudson, the Jersey shore and 
the giant liners docked at 
the 


piers. 


On Downtown Side 


The royal couple rode on the 


downtown or left side 
of 
the 


highway which was cleared of all 
other traffic. 
The 
uptown side 


was packed with thousands upon 
thousands of men,

childred who had obtained tickets 
to this area. 


More than 80,000 tickets were 


given out at city hall, and those 
who obtained them were per- 
mitted to retain the stubs as 
souvenirs. 


Farther up the highway, the 


Ijwering midtown area rose in 
all its splendor before the gaze of 
the royal couple. Below them, on 
the left, was the notorious Hell's 
Kitchen section in sharp contrast 
to the billion dollar sky-line back- 


snapped around 
4 white-gloved 


wrist. 


The king and Sir Ronald Lind- 


say, the British ambasasdor, were 
in evening dress, with medals 
blazing from their chests. 


The group passed through the 


station, and in front of the steps 
to the royal blue and silver train, 
the king and queen chatted for 
several minutes with the Hulls. 


Meanwhile, the crowd, which 


no longer could see the monarchs, 
shouted:
